Figure Lowered 


The shopping center has had 
its assessment lowered from a 
figure of $7,200,000 to $6,500,000. 
It is this change which the coun­ 
cil opposes and the school board 
is willing to go along with 
Councilman Edward Hunt said 
the reduced assessment will cost 
the borough $15,000 in revenue 
and Councilman John Silvi men­ 
tioned the figure of $90,000, which, 
he said, would include loss to 
the school board’s revenue, too. 


In other action at last night’s 
meeting, the council ignored 
motion to increase the salary of 
the borough’s five police officers 
and discussed but failed to take 
action on a proposed extension 
of sewer facilities into the older 
part of the borough.

It also called for a special

motors. 


This work was formerly done at 
Kollsman's home plant in Syosset. 
Some 18,000 persons are located 
at Middletown AFB and 125 per­ 
sons are employed in the over­ 
hauling originally done at Syosset. 
Telegram Campaign 


At a Dublin Borough Council 
meeting last night, it was an­ 
nounced that final decision of the 
move is still very much in bal­ 
ance. Mayor Harold Bishop urged 
residents to send telegrams to 
their Congressmen to keep the 
plant in Dublin. 


William Kline, representing the 
Bucks County Industrial Develop­ 
ment Corp., said that Dublin was 
a unique borough in that the Kolls- 
man plant provided more jobs 
than the borough has working 
people. 


“Would Shake Community 


Theodore Cole, president of the 
Bucks County Chamber of Com­ 
merce, noted that the loss of the 
Kollsman plant “would shake up 
the community.” 


Robert Lippincott, president of 
the Bucks County Realty Board, 
added that the loss of the firm 
would have a snowball effect on 
the county's economy, explaining 
it would be a tremendous loss.

in wet weather conditions 
which cut down sharply on the 
public turnout for the visiting ex­ 
ecutive. 
The smiling Betancourt grasped 
Kennedy’s hand of welcome on 
the sheltered north portico of the 
White House at 11:33 a.m., EST, 
shortly after being ferried in one 
of the White House helicopter 
fleet from Andrews Air Force 
Base, Md. 


A mixture of rain and wet snow

There is no intention to re­ 
move any (technicians) and the 
Iraqi government has made it 
clear it wants them to continue 
here," he said Monday, 
Gloukhov said the technicians 
stopped work for three or four 
days following the revolt. 
"But all resumed work when 
requested by Iraqi authorities," 
he said, "including military tech­ 
nicians training Iraqis in the use 
of Russian military equipment."
